» Addressing the All-Russian pariia- 
ment, M. Rykoff said the Soviet gov- 
ernment had pledged itself to abstain 
ifrom subversive propaganda in Great 
Britain, but that the government 
could not undertake to edit or scru- 
tinize all letters and circulars dissem!- 
nated by the Communist Internation- 
ale. He repeated that the letter not 
only was false but that the British 
note, of which it formed the basis, 
contradicted the terms of the Anglo- 
Russian treaty, which he said pro- 
vided itn the event of such contro- 
sersies arising that both countries 
should have recourse in diplomatic 
negotiations. 

Continuing, M. Rykoff declared that! 
the alleged spurious letter was in-| 
ltended not only to disrupt the Bet 


lcordial relations between Great Brit- 
jain and Russia, but to defeat France's 
lrecognition of the Soviet, which was 
'expected dally. 

M. Zinovieff, in a statement tonight, 
said: “On the date the letter was 
written I was in Kislovodsk taking 
the cure, and it was impossible for 
me to sign the letter at that time.
